This was the effect of his Ezgliſh and Scots 


Arbitrary Councils, which advis'd him to overturn our Conſtiuution, and ſwallow = 


up our Liberty, and if the Government of England, ſhould in any future 


Reign purſue the like meaſures, are they not to expect the like Conſe- 


quences. - Any one may foretel without a Spirit of Propheſie, that if Scot- 


and ſhould be reduc'd, and forc'd to depart from fuch Limitations of Go- 


vernment, as may ſecure their Liberty, they will be ready enough to fur- 
niſh 100000 Men to aſſiſt any aſpiring King of England to make himſelf as 


Abſolute as the King of France, Whereas if their own Liberty be leftw 


entire, as they can be under no tentation to do any ſuch thing ; It will 
never be in the Power of any Prince to bring them to it, but on the con- 
frary, they will always be ready to aſſiſt the Engliſh, in any ſuch Ges to 
defend their Liberties, as a neceſſary Barrier for their owa, Of this we 
gave ſufficient Evidence in King Charles I. time, when the proffer of the 
three Northern Counties, and the Plunder of the City of London could 


not tempt us to eſpouſe the Cauſe of the Court, againſt the Parliament of 


England; and when our Conjunction with the latter had caft the Ballance, ſo 
as to bring the Court to Reaion; we us'd our advantage with ſo much 


Moderation, that we preſs'd the Parliament to reſtore the King to the 


Exerciſe of his Power, upon ſuch honourable Terms, as if Oliver and his 
Sectarian Army had not hindred the Parliaments agreeing to them, might 
humanely ſpeaking have made the King and the Nations happy, and 
would have prevented his lamentable Fate, and that deluge of Blood and 
Miſery 3 which afterwards over-run the three Kingdoms. So much for 
the Intereft of England, with reſpe& to their Liberty at home; let's now 
fake a brief View of what may ſeem to be their Intereſt in this matter, 
with relation to their Peace from abroad. 

Let's ſuppoſe Scotland to be diſoblig d and provok'd by denying them 
thoſe Terms of Government, which they think neceſſary to {e.-ure them 
from Oppremon; and that the Courts of France, and St. Germains, laying 


hold on the General diſcontents that this muſt raiſe in the Kingdom, make

Common-wealth that oliver had erefted in England, tho' ſupported by an 
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Propoſals fo allow them ke terms they can demand for ſecuring ir Re 
ligion and Liberty, and for advancing their Trade. y 

Is there not Reaſon to fear that Scotland, finding themſelyes precluded 
of all hopes of Redreſs by any other Method, may be tempted to accept 
the pretended King James upon thoſe Ferms, and join with France; and 
the Jacobite Party in England, to ſettle him likewiſe upon the Throne of 
that Kingdom. It's in Vain to object that this will iſſue in the deſtruction 
of their own Religion and Liberty, which they ſeem now ſo intent to pre- 
ferve, for Oppreſſion makes Wiſe Men Mad, and a drowning Man catches 
at every Straw. We ſee the Hungarians tho' tenacious enough of their Li- 
berty and Religion, choſe rather to join with the ſworn Enemies of Chri- 
ftendom, than to continue under, the Houſe cf Auſtria's Oppreſſion. The 
Proteftants of the Empire, upon the ſame account made no ſcruple for- 


- merly to bring the Armies of France into Germany; and the Dutch for the 


ſame Reaſon, brought French Troops into the Neitherlands. The Scots 
when oppreſſed by the Councils of Laud and Strafford, in the Reign of 
King Charles IJ. had it under Conſideration, to deſire the Aſſiſtance of 
France, which makes it the more to be dreaded now, if they have not Sa- 
tisfaction in their Reaſonable demands. 

They apprehend their Liberty and every thing elſe to be very precari- 
ous on the preſent footing, and they may be ſure to get as advantageous 
Terms at firſt as they can deſire, from the Courts of France and St. Ger- 
mans. For we know by the paſt and preſent Conduct of Fauce; that 


Sowever bigotted their Court be to the Church of Rome, they make no 


ſcruple of entring into Alliances with Foreign Proteſtants. This is evi- 
dent from their former Aſſiſtance given to the Proteftants of the Empire, 
and from their Practiſes at preſent with the Hungarian Malecontents, whoſe 
demands even of baniſhing the Jeſuits, and reſtoring the Proteſtants to 
their Worſhip and ancient Priviledges, ney readily comply with, in order 
to give the Emperor a Diverſion. 

What then ſhould hinder them from giving Scotland a Blank to make 
their own Terms, if they will join them to bring over the St. Germains 
Pretender; thts would be a diverſion of much greater Conſequence to 
France, then the Inſurrection in Hwvgary 3 nothing would more effectually 
prevent the Recovery of Spain by the Houſe of Auſtria, England would 
then find other Work for their Armies and Fleets, then to aſſiſt the new 
King of Spain. And a War within their own Bowels would coft them 
more in one Year, than a War abroad does in four. 

We may perceive by the Accounts of the late Plot, that France will 
neither ſpare Men nor Money, and far le6 Promiſes, to Engage Scotland on 
her ſide. And we have no Reaſcn to doubt, but the St. Germains King 
will be as laviſh of his Declarations from thence as his ſuppoſed Uncle was 
from Breda, and he can ſcarce perform them worſe. 

Upon theſe Suppoſitions, which are no ways impoſhble; tho' we hope in 
God, they will never be brought to practiſe. It would plainly ſeem to 
be che Intexeſt of England, rather then to run ſuch a danger, to Gratifie 
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orf qualified Perſons, and a great deal of time, to prepare it for a pub- 
lick Treaty. Beſides it oyght to be ſeriouſly conſider d whether the Im- 


portation of Engliſb Cloths and Stuffs into our Country, would not de 


our Trade more damage than all the advantage we can hope from a Trade 
with the Engliſh Weſt-Indies will be able to ballance. Therefore it 


would ſeem to be our Intereſt to encourage a Domeſtick. Trade, and 
particularly our Fiſhery, which would imploy our Poor, and keep our 
Subjects from going abroad to ſeek a Livelyhood. We ought likewiſe: 
to examine carefully whether a Communication of Trade would not 


drain us too much of our People, and: intiee them to go in Shoals to 


the Weſt-Indies, which would be a certain and inſupportable loſs to the. 
Nation, except the product of their Labour were remitted to Scotland, 


in return for our own Manufactures; and even in that Caſe, except we 


were ſure of a Trade of Export, thoſe Returns would lie as a dead Stock 
upon our Hands. And conſidering that the Ezgiifh have been long in 


Poſſeſſion of that Trade, have foreſtalled the Markets, and have larger 


Stocks to carry it on: It ought ta be well weighed whether we have a. 


probability of Export, and all theſe things confidered, whether a Weſt-. 


India Trade might not do us. more hurt than good in our preſent Cir- 
cumſtances. The Caſe being thus, and a Communication of Trade de- 
pending altogether upon the Conſent of England, which will be difficult 
to obtain. It would ſeem to be our Intereſt rather to think of ſuch In- 


couragements for adyancing a Trade at home by a Publick Fund, a Coun 


cil of Trade, or other Methods which are in her Majeſty's Power to grant 
without depending on the Conſent of an Exgliſh Parliament, as to which 
we can have no certainty... 

It's hoped this is ſufficient to make it plain, that to infiſt on an Union 
and Communication of Trade would retard the Succeſſion, which may. 
be dangerous to our ſelves and to the whole Proteſtant Intereſt. : 

The danger to ous. ſelves is evident from the Conſpiracy that Frazer 


and his Accomplices haye been carrying on in the Highlands, and other 


Parts of this Kingdom. The general diſcontents which are in our Na- 
tion, on Account of the Injuries we have received in the points of Ho- 
nour,. Liberty and. Trade; and the ill Circumftances that many par- 
ticular Perſons are reduced to, by the decay of Buſineſs and Commerce z,: 
makes our People ſo liable to be practiſed upon by our Jacobites at home 


and French Emiſſaries from abroadg that if timely Remedies be not ap- 


plied, the Diſtemper muſt certainly grow to a dangerous hight z and the 


ſoundeſt part of the Nation may in time be infected. The Jacobites - 


here, and their Friends beyond Sea make a great. Improvement of the 
delay of ſettling the Succeſſion ; they flatter themſelves, and impoſe upon 
the World, that it proceeds from the Inclinations of our People to the 
St. Germains Family; and the Malice of ſome of our Courtiers has in- 
fluenced them to fix the ſame odious Imputation upon the Commendable 
Endeavorrs of our beft Patriots for recovering our Liberty, and all the 
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well-meaning and honeſt People of the Nation are full of juſt Fears, 
| 5 what 
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what the Conſe ences of ſuch a Ferment may be. Indifferent Perſons 
are apt to be enſhar'd and carried away by the Current of prejudice 
| that runs ſtrong againft the falſe: ſteps of our Adminiſtration, during 
the laſt Reign. This by degrees increaſes the diſaffection to the pre- 
ſent Settlement both of Church and State; and makes the Fooliſh Peo- 
ple apt to Murmur, and to think of making themſelves a Captain to re- 
turn to t, as the diſcontented Iſraelites did of old. This Incourages the 
French to ſollicĩite a Rebellion, and to attempt an Invaſion, either of which 
effected transforms our Country into a Field of Blood. And ſuppofing.. 
(which God forbid) her Majeſty ſhould die, whilſt the Succeſſion is un- 
ſettled, and our Country labouring under thoſe Inteſtine Diviſions. The 
Hanover and St. Germains Parties will certainly engage us in a Civil War, 
England will aſſiſt the one, and France the other. This makes our Na- 
tion a Theatre of Woe and Calamity; and whoever has the advantage, 
we muſt be enſlaved for eyer. If the Victory ſhould fall to the St. Ger- 
mains fide, there could be no queftion of it, for that Party is Slaves by 
Principle; Intoxicated with the Notion of Paſſive Obedience, and their 
Prince is bred up in the Maxims of Rome and France; Befides,when the Hanover 
Party is ſubdued in Scotland, We muſt ſpend our Blood to do the like in 
England; and when the Pretender is ſettled on that Throne by our Aſſiſt - 
ance, he will reward us as his ſuppoſed Uncle did, by making us Slaves 
to that Court. Or ſuppoſing the Hanover Party to prevail, our People 
would be fo frighted with the Apprehenſions of danger, at firft, that 
there will be no thoughts of inſiſting upon Limitations. 

Thoſe who have hitherto ſet up as the only Party for the Hauover Family - 
have to the manifeſt prejudice of their pretentions oppoſed thoſe Terms 
of Government, and ſeem inclinable enough to make their Court to them 
already, at the Expence of their Countries Liberty. But then there 
will be a plauſible pretext for it. They will urge the preſent Danger, 
as happened at the Revolution, to fright us to declare the ſame Suc- - 
ceffor with England immediately; and when an Engliſh Army is in our 
Bowels, as muſt certainiy be the Caſe, if ſach a Civil War happen, it 
will be in Vain to talk of ſuch Terms of Government, as may ſecure 
our Independency upon England. For our Netghbours will then have a 
fair opportunity to play the two Parties againſt one another, and to 
put an end to the Controverſie betwixt us and them, by a compleat 
Congueft, under the popular Pretence of ſecuring the Proteſtant . In- 


tereſt. 
This its humbly conceived is ſufficient to ſhew the neceſſity of ſet- 
tling the Succeſſion, upon the Foot of our old Conſtitution. That would 
dem to be the only way to ſecure us againſt thoſe Dangers we are 
threatned with, from the Madneſs of the Arbitrary Tory, and the 
Folly of the degenerate Whig. | 
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allo, be nan Eyident proof of the Steadfaſtnefs of our Eſtates. It W 
convince: the World, that their. former Proceedings did not riſe from 
Pique againſt the Court, or the Principles of the Revolution, as their 
Enemies charged them; but that they acted upon Principles of true 
Loxe to their Country, as became good Patriots; and if their Juſt” 
demands ſhould happen; to be re fus d, they will bare the Satisfaction 
ofa good Conſcience,: that they haye Faithfully diſcharged themſelycs 
towards God and their Country. This will make their Remembraſce 
Savoury. to Poſterity; Whilſt the Charge of all the ill Conſequences. 
that may: attend the not ſettling of the Succeſſion, will lie heavy upon 
thoſe that adviſe ro. a Refuſal of our Ancient Liberty. 

But we hope there's no Cauſe to fear ſuch. a Refuſal; for ſince 
ber Majeſty is Graciouſſy pleaſed to prefer the Advice of, the, 
Parliament of England, to that of any particular Perſon or Council, 
there's no ground. to think that her Majeſty will ſhew leſs Reſpett to 
| the Advice of her. Parliament of Scomland ; and therefore it ſeems to be 
Incumbent upon the Eftates to preſs. it, and not to ſuffer themſelyes who 
are the Great Council of. the Nation to be over-ruled by the Advice of 
any particular Councellers whatſover, in a Matter of this Conſequenc 
55 which the Liberty or Slavery of the Kingdom ſeems to depend for 

ver. ; 

We have no juſt Reaſon to fear her Majeſty's Refuſal, if nothing. be 
inſiſted u upon but what is in her Power to Grant. It's very well known, that 
the Courtiers brought in the Clauſe for Communication of Trade, on 
Pur poſe to hinder our getting the other Limitations; they knew it would 
put a hardſhip upon the Queen, with reſpect to England; becauſe her 
Majeſty could not agree to ſuch a Clauſe, without running the Risk of a 
ſeyerer Check from her Engliſb Parliament, then King William met with 
for granting us the Act Eftabliſhing our African Company, and upon 
that account, it was foreſeen by many, that that very Clauſe would hin- 
der the paſſing of the Act of Security. The matter being ſo, it will be 
truly unaccountable, if any of thoſe who are in Earneſt for the Limitations 
ſhould be ſtill for that Clauſe, and it will be as unaccountable if thoſe who 
are really for the Hanover Succeſſion ſhould inſiſt upon it. The like is to 
be ſaid ſor the Union of the Nations; and it is obſervable, that about 
1640 and 1641, when a Communication of Trade and an Union of the 
Kingdoms was then propoſed, in order to Accommodate the Great dif- 
ferences betwixt the Nations. The ableſt of our States Men and Mer- 
chants; and we had then very Great Men of both ſorts, did apprehend 
that ſuch an Union and Communication would be ruinous to the Country, 
as can be demonſtrably proved. Therefore to delay our Succeſſion and 
' endanger the Loſs of the other Limitations, for the ſake of both, or 
either of thoſe Wings will look with a very ſtrange aſpect. It would ſeem 
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particularly Incumbent upon thoſe who have been charg'd with the Plot, 
to avoid falling in with thoſe Clauſes, for that will confirm the Suſpicion 
that they are for delaying the Succeſſion in favour of the St.-Germams 
| pretender, and its hoped the Earl of Cromary, tho' he has writ for the U- 
nion, and has a commendable Zeal to Incourage our. Trade, will in re- 
quital of the Confidence and Truft- ftill repoſed in him by her Majeſty, - - 
notwithſtanding his being charged with the Plot, ſuſpend his own particular - 
Sentiments, and concurr with our other Patriots in ſettling the Succeſſion 
upon the foot of our old Conftitution, which his Lordfhip having been 
Lord Clerk Regiſter muſt needs know to be agreeable to the Limitations 
propoſed.

But if upon canvaſſing the Matteg in Parſiament, an Union and Commu- 
nication of Trade be ftill thought fegeſſary, it is humbly propos d, That 
ſince her Majeſty cannot grayt ik Ithout Conſent of her Engliſh Parlia- 
ment; that the gth Article of the Earl of marchmonr's Aft may be taken 
into Conſideration as a good: Expedient, viz. That the next Succeſſor be 
_ oblig'd to uſe their utmoſt Endeavours to ſet a Treaty on Foot for that End as 
ſoonas conveniently may be after their Acceſſion to the Throne, and in that 
Caſe or ſooner, if it be thought convenient; we have no reaſon to doubt 
but the Engliſh Houſe of Lords will be as good as their Premiſe in their. 
Addreſs to her Majeſty, *That after ſertling the Succeſſion in Scotland, they 
will do all that is in their Power to promote an entire and compleat Union 
between the two Kingdoms for their mutual Security and Advantage. _ 
I ſhall conclude with this Remark, That it muſt appear plain to any 
Man who will give himſelf leave to think, that if an Union and Communi- 
cation of Trade ſhall afterwards be found neceſſary for Scotland, the readi- - 
eſt way to obtain it, is for us to have ſuch Conditions of Government 
within our ſelves as may make us independent upon England, for when 
the Engliſh find the Caſe to be ſo, and our Aſſiſtance neceſſary, there's no 
doubt of their coming more readily to our Terms, then when they have 
us under the Influence of their own Miniſtry. 8 
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
